can lack of promptness in attention to 
business. 
AVhiie goods are delivered 


here in three mouths from the time 
they are ordered from Europe and 
England, so von or eiijht months, and 
sometimes more, are consumed in get- 
tins thura from the United States. This 
delay should bo remedied. It is within 
my knowledge that answers to impor- 
tant cables have been delayed a full 
month. 


"I quote from a letter just received 


at this oillce fruirj ouo of the leading 
Importers of this oin' <Rangkok): 


'• '.My experience in doing business 


vritn the United States for the last ten 
years is that senerully in tbe United 
Slates you set for the same money a 
better article thnn in most European 
countries; but, with few exceptions. 
American linns are not prepared for 
bnsint'ss with distant countries. Some 
of ihetn have not even a cable address, 
and nearly ail are slow and unsys- 
tematic in their correspondence. Ship- 
ping arniUKiimouts to Sunn are also 
defective, as much as four or fire 
months sometimes elapsing between 
shipments from N"W York (whence- 
we get most of our goods) and arrival 
in Bangkok. 


" 'In consequence, we often pivfer to 


order dearer or inferior articles from 
Europe to avoid delay and uncer- 
tainty.' "

The emergency ration intended for 


soldiers on long marches hns been giv- 
en a thorough test, and the result, ac- 
cording to oflicers and men. is that it is 
only a qualilied success, says a Wichi- 
ta (Kan.) dispatch to tl» Chicago Trib- 
une. The food is declared satisfactory 
for an ordinary march, but if tiiere was 
fighting to be done the ration would 
aot prove sufficient. 


In actual warfare, with the hard 


work incident to a real campaign, say 
those who tried the prepared food, the 
ration would become monotonous and 
not as valuable as the ordinary hard 
taeU and bacon. With good water and 
a comfortable overland expedition iu 
which tiie men couIO take their time 
the ration would satisfy as well as the 
qld style of provisions. 


This information was received re- 


cently from Fort Reno, O. T.. where ! 
the 25 troopers I.T charge of Captains ; 
Fountain and Foster of the 
United i 


States army who mat.le the march over- ! 
laud with the Eighth United States 
cavalry had returned. 


The forced march by these troops 


was made across the Kiowa and Co- 
nianche Indian reservation from Fort 
Reno to fort SiH. a distance 'of li 
miles. 
The march was made in sis 


days, or at tbe rate of 25 miles a day. 
Tin's adds to the average distance a 
day five miles. Generally marchers on 
a trip of this kind do not make ever -i- 
niiles per day. The men retained tbt'ir 
regular weights, and all arc feeling In 
line spirits. 


During the march tho men lived 


wholly upon Hit' emergency rations. 
partakin.c.of no other food. They were 
tinder strict watch of the otiieers. For 
the lirst two days of the march some 
of the men wanted to go back to hard 
tack and bneon despite the protests of 
the officers, but later they boefluu1 titfod 
to the food and liked it even better 
thai) the old rations. 


Thi- rations tested were prepared un- 


der tho direction of army ollieors at the 
packing houses in Kansas City. The 
food was put tip in cans eight Inchi's 
iont;. One day's food weighs one pound. 
and c'ueii can contains three cakes of 
swot't chocolate and ihrei- cakes of 
food preparation composed of meat and 
bread principally. This preparation Is 
declared palatable. 
One of the troop- 


ers on his arrival at Fort J'eno said 
that the'men could staud the rations to 
march on all right nnd live high, hut 
when it came to fighting and marching 
at the same time on then) he fi-aruil 
thc-v would uot prove mud; of a suc- 
cess. 


Captain Fountain of the ration test 


board said: 


"I. will report to the war department 


that tile emergency ration march across 
the Indian reservation has been a suc- 
cess. btit 1 cannot say that I would rec- 
ommend this kind of food for long 
campaigns. If mon only had to march on 
tlii.s food, t.hoy could p't along all right, 
while if they wore rco.uirpd to light and 
cat these rations at the same1 time I 
think that It would grow monotonous 
In time. 


"Men who have bnen used to living- 


at the forts, as these men have benn 
doing, can do bolter with tlie rations.
